We liave often wondered' why it is 
that men so persistently engas^e in pur- 
snits for which they haTa no mness. An 
inst-nitable Providence seems to have 
iniplautcd in the minds of many men an 
insatiable desire to be forever doing 
i)rec'isely the thing that they ennnot do. 
riie common sense rule in life would 
seem to be for every nmn to find out» if 
possible, what he can do b(!>t, and then 
do it with his mi^hu But how many 
men seem to proceed on the rule of 
lindin<x out what they e:m do worst, 
and then refusing to do an} thing but 
that. We are all of oa not quite satis- 
lied to bo what we are, and more or less 
anxious to bo what we are not and nev- 
er can l)e. 

Half tlic unl.ap]iiness of li'e, half the 
failures tlial nicn make, arc tia^-eable to 
this cause. Sonu'timcs the loible is 
simply laughable. When a little man 
swells about with the air of a giant; 
when a ^auth with a h'gh, squeaky 
voice vers sts in slnjj n^ ba<s; when a 
smooth-faced man will wear a full 
beard — we smile at ti e renilt, and no 
harm is done. Somebody has made 
himself r'diculous, but he is happy ia 
doin^ it, and nobody else is made mis- 
erable. But here.is a man with excel- 
lent gifts lor makino:a<;ood blacksmith, 
but he will bo nothing bat a lawyer; 
there is another with the making of a 
tirst-class farmer in him, and he will be 
only a praaohor: still a third, whose 
ideas nevar ■oai'ed above the dullest of 
prose, fancies he is bom to be a poet, 
and inliicts h's verses on a loi)(j-su£fer- 
ing world whenever be oaa liod any- 
body to print them. 

If perversity of this kind made only 
the victim himself unhappy, it might be 
borne more pat ently. But not only do 
h's fam ly and relatives share the mis- 
fortunes that inevitably pursue through 
life the man who insists on doing what 
he cannot do; upon all who know him 
falla a part of the burden, also. The 
man of this tvpe is always, in his own 
opinion, an ill ap))rc( i;itr(i man of gen- 
ius, an unlucky dog who has deserved 
far better things of Fortune than the 
fickle dame has oestowed on him: and 
his friends have to hear plaints of this 
kind ad nauseam. Happy, indeed, they 
may reckon themselves if only their 
ears are besieged, and their purses are 
not laid under contribution by these 
ne'er-do-wells. 

The cure for the evil ii not easy to 
find. Tbe ohronfo case is probably 
hopeless, and bcvond the rea li of any 
remeilies known to man. When caught 
young, this kind of man raav be turned 
into a descent and resnec'able e ti/en. 
The origin of his troubles in often inia> 
dicions praiM administered by some 
well meaning ])cr8on. If some candid 
and w HO triend would say to the bud- 
ding young poet! "Sto here, young 
man; you can never rise above medio - 
-lity n verse, and had best content 
yooTMlf with plain prose,** it might be 
the making of h m. As the judicious 
application of a bucket of cold water at 
the right moment will prevent a great 
con'Ia;irati()n, so a little niiict repi-c>isi(m 
administered at the critical time would 
often prevent conceit from devotiring a 
man's character. Is it ob/ ctcd that 
this course would som times result in 
tha repression of real genius— the 
"mute, inglorious Miltons of whom 
the poet sings? (jienius is a hardv plant, 
and IS not so aasily nipped in the bud. 
What is in a man will generally come 
out at some time, if he can only oe pre- 
vented from trying to get oat of him- 
self what is not there. And if the ob- 
jection were valid, think what wrecks 
wonld be prevented by the process, and 
say if the good would not overbal- 
ance the evil Batter risk nuirring a 
goAm omm i« B aifitBiy tkam. m

A Tale of Texai*. 

The late Captain James M. Armstrong, 
of Tevai aaaonest and patriotic a man 
as ever lived in any age or country - 
migrated from Fayette County, Ken- 
tuokv, to Texas, when soarely arrived al 
mannood, immcdiat'ly after tke Repub- 
lic had been organized. He was a quiet, 
bat very shrewa and observing yonth. 
Soon alter his arrival at Nacodoches, he 
found out that the refugees from justioo 
(from "tha Statea"), who were theB 
e^iite numorouB in that place, were in 
the habit of holding, from time to time, 
at night, what they called "Tha Awful 
Court." Every now coraor was arrested 
— ^generall V when he least suspected it^ — 
waa broaglit before the "coort," whioh 
sat with an imposing array of offloera 
and spectators in a secluded room, waa 
arraigned and asked : "What made you 
come to Texas ?" If, in his reply, he 
didn't admit that he came as a refugee 
from jnstioa beoanse he had eommitied 
some crime, the judge w«)uld order him 
to be whipped until ha confessed ; and 
whan he nad eonfeiaed he waa aan- 
tenced to treat the crowd. No new 
comei waa permitted to claim that ha 
waa innocent, and came of hia own free 
will. If the party arrested, however, 
answered promptly, stating some crime 
that ha bad committed before laairing 

the iStates," and giving time, place, 
and dxcomstanoes, he was atonce dis- 
Isharged wifhonl ooata. "Tha Awful 
Court" was generally presided over by 
one L., who was known to have robbed 
a gold mining company, which waa lha 
immediate cause of his leaving Georgia. 
One day, in convaraation, . ha obsarved 
to young Armstrong ; 

" Yotmg man, we will shortly baffB 
yon up b^ore our ' Awful Court.' " 

Armstrong, with an air of surpriaa 
and diiBdence, said he hoj^ed not, and 
passed on. On the night of that veir 
Oavhe was arrested and led through 
devious ways to whcn^ "Tlio Awful 
Court" waa sitting. Although the hoar 
was late, the dimly liffhtad conrt-roaat 
was thronged. In a few moments tlM 
presiding judge ordered him to stand ap^ 
snd then lu a distinct voice, belora tna 
bashed andianca^ pot tha foUowlBg 
(^aeation : * 

" Tonng man, what made yon eoma to 
Tezasf 

Annatroog replied hesitatingly, with 
in afar (rf embarrassment : " It waa aaoh 
ii mean little thing that I dflsl wast to 
tell about it" 

The qoastion was calmly put a second 
time, and received the same answer. 

Thereupon tha praaiding jodga stemly 
remarked : 

" I now ask yon for the third and last 
time, what made you come to Texas ?" 

Ax^autrong responded with apparent 
oonfosion : "If I araat tall ImMi I 
itole a sheep." 

"Stole a sheep 1" exclaimed tha p«a- 
liding judge, m real astonishment. 
"Stole a sheep 1 Men, did you aver 
bear of the like? Young man, what 
mtule you stuel a sheep ?" 

Armstrong drily replied: "Beoanaa 
they who came to Tazaa ahaad of bm 
left nothing alaa in tba oMaal Una 
to do." 

"The prisoner's discharged and tha 
court adjourned." said Jodga L. " MaOt 
it's my treat" 

When Captain Armstrong was in com- 
mand of a volunteer compaUT of Tezana 
in Louisiana, in 1804, the writer learned 
from him that the above was literally

"he employment of oarrier pigeons aa 
* Murrien between military atationa in Ar- 
izona and other sei'tious of the In- 
dian country, wbeie the telegraph liuea 
are being oonttantlr interfered with by 
the hostiles, and wfuTO tho topography 
la not advantageoua for heliogrnpliing 
and other orduiary methoda m Hignnl- 
ing, iH n et iving the HiM'ions attention of 
the War Ollioe. Id a letter from Post 
Towniend, Wyoming, General Kelson 
A. Miles mjH they can bo made very 
usefoi in this direction, aa he has dem- 
onstrated to his entire satixfaotioii, and 
General Hnzon, tlieCliitf Sik?iial OlTicer, 
who is testing every plan and suggestion 
looking to the greater effloien<^ oS 
his bureau and increased benefit to 
the general public, has taken the sab- 
jeot aotively in hand, desiring to make 
this ageiiev 11 viiluuMc ally (if the nrmy 
in its coutiicts iu behaif of civilization 
aorainst barbarism on onr western plains. 
For two hundred miles these pigepns 
will travel as fast as the railway rapid 
mail, and, through a hostile country will 
reach their destiutttiou more sorely than 
moat men. Fiyiug by sight, they are 
eapedally Taluable in regions where 
there are prominent moii'itain |)eakH. 
Between two such postti as Forts Thomas 
and Apache and Thomas and San Car- 
los, Arizona — entirely e. hostile o«)nntry, 
broken and dilhcult, imd iu whieh travel 
is alow and almost imp( .^sible when the 
intenreuing streams are flooded — thev 
would be of vast value compared witn 
the insignificant oo.^t of maintaining and 
training them. Troops on detached ner- 
Tioe, with no other means of communi- 
cation, can employ them io conTcy im- 
portant information with great expedi- 
tion. Gountry physicians iu England 
nse them to great advantage with dutaot 
families. The middle feather of the tail 
is shaved witiiin an inch of the end, and 
the message lashed theieto firmly with 
waxed silk. They should be written in 
lead pencil, as ink runs. Placed there 
they do not annoy the bird, but tied on 
the leg they interfere with his flying, 
and he is liable to peek and mutilate the 
message, rendering it unintelligible by 
liis efforts t^> r» move it. The clear air 
of Arisona and the Occident is just the 
element for these birds, and they are 
just the agenov to supplement the tele- 
graph and ordinary courier system em- 
ployed by onr troops in their operations 
against the red bucoaneers of the west.
